Thereare ſeveral other Offices, diſpoicd of by the Mayor and Sheriffs, not here Specified, but may come out hereafter, this being 
the firſt Elly of this Nature, 

Andtho' ſome of theſe Places, have of late been Sold for above 2500 I. yet in the memory of many Citizens now Living, no Place 
or Office in the City, was worth above 100. /. The Sellers of theſe Places, by Conniving at the Buyers Exactions, have found their 
Account inthe next Sale of the Office; ſo that the purchaſe of theſe Offices are, many of them, above 20 times more then tormerly - 
neither doth the Seller regard the Ability or Honeſty of the Perſon for the Office, but that he that gives moſt is the Officer. 

The Mayor hathabove 2000ol. fer Ann, intident to the Mayoralty, and duly paid him out of the Chamber &c. belides the ſhare 
of the Sale cf theſe Offices, which 1s about Four Fifths. 

T he Sheriffs haveabout 1 o0cl. per Annum likewiſe, and about one fifth inthe ſhare of the Sale of theſe Offices, 

So that here isa poſlibility, that a Lord Mayor may get 20 or 30 Thouſand Pounds in the year of his Mayoralty ; Notwithſtand- 
ing an Alderman, that hath been Lord Mayor, latcly affirmed, in a Commitree of Parliament, That the Perquilites of a Lord 
May o1's Chair, vere not fufticient to buy Cuals tor his Kitchin,/if he Lived as a Lord, Mayor ought to Live, 
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
